had the last word Monday as 
professional and amateur tennis

ships. 


"The British are right," said 


the professional star from Long 
Beach, Calif. "They call us all 
players, merely players, com- 
peting here for money prizes. 
Yet in other places, some are 
still called amateurs and play in 
the Davis Cup. 


"We are all In the same boat. 


We all make our living by play- 
ing tennis. 
Open tennis has 


proved itself, and I hope the 
whole world will come to follow 
Britain's example and call all 
competitors players." 


The British told all Wimble- 


don 
competitors 
they would 


compete for prize money or just 
expenses, just as they liked. But 
they were all termed players, 
and the words pros and ama- 
teurs did not appear in the Wim- 
bledon programs. 


Of the $63,600 prize money at 


stake, roughly half was not paid 
out because most of the ama- 
teurs didn't ask for it. They had 
not been given permission by 
their national associations to 
play for money. 


Professionals took some tum- 


bles as the amateurs raised 
their game and scored upsets. 
But in the end the pros dominat- 
ed every title except the mixed 
doubles. 


The organizers paid out the 


full prize money for the men's 
singles final-$4,800 to the win- 
ner, Rod Laver, and $3,120 to 
his fellow Australian pro, Tony 
Roche, the runner-up. Laver 
won the final 6-3,6-4,6-2. 


Mrs. King picked up the wom- 


en's first prize of $1,800 after 
her 9-7, 7-5 victory over Austra- 
lian amateur Judy Tegart. Miss 
Tegart had chosen to play for 
expenses only, so the second 
prize of $1,080 went back into 
the pot. 


Two Australian pros, John 


Newcombe and Roche, won the 
men's doubles and split a first 
prize of $1,920. They defeated 
fellow Australians Ken Rosewall 
and Fred Stolle 3-6, 8-6, 5-7, 14- 
12, 6-3. 


Mrs. King and her profession- 


al colleague, Rosemary Casals 
of San Francisco, shared $1,200 
by winning the women's doubles 
title for the second straight 
year. 


They won the title with a 3-6, 


6-4, 7-5 decision over profession- 
als Ann Hayden Jones of Britain 
and Francoise Durr of France.

Students 
Lose Lost 
Stronghold

PARIS (AP) - The last ma- 


jor bastion of the student rebel- 
lion at the University o/ Paris 
fell without a fight today. 


Police at dawn moved into the 


new medical school on the Rue 
des Sainfs-Peres and evicted the 
last 17 students holding out in 
the big four-story building. The 
red flag waving over the roof 
was hauled down. It was the 
last Important University of 
Paris building held by the stu- 
dents whose revolt early in May 
touched off France's worst post- 
war crisis. 


The police were helmeted and 


carried rifles, but there was no 
resistance. The students, who 
included four girls, whistled and 
joked as they were taken away 
for questioning. 


The holdouts had been waiting 


for days for the police to come. 
They said they would not oppose 
them. 


"A single tear bas bomb 


through the windows would send 


us all running," said one, 


On June 16 the police took 


over the Sorbonne, the head* 
quarters of the revolt. The 
school of fine arts, which pro- 
duced anti-De Gaulle posters, 
was taken on June 27, last Fri- 
day It was the turn of the school 
of science and the new Sorbonne 
annex on the Rue Censier. 


There was no resistance at 


anh of them. A few dozen stu- 
dents were taken to a police sta- 
tion, and some were kept over- 
night. 
Soni'9 of them wrote 


newspapers charging that they 
were not fed nor allowed to call 
their parents. 


Police also arrested a few 


persons who were not students, 
including several of the "Ka- 
tengese" who had made trouble 
at the Sorbonne.

STORING GARDEN TOOLS PROPERLY 
WILL CUT DOWN ON ACCIDENTS 


By MR. FIX 


One trouble with garden 


tools is that one tends to be 
tripping over them all the 
time. It does little good for 
one's limb or for the tools. 


Hanging them up out of the 


way will prevent accidents, 
save room and save wear and 
tear on the tools. Hanging 
them up in a makeshift man- 
ner, however, may be worse 
than leaving them 
about— 


especially if there are children 
around. 


Children, and adults too, can 


be injured by pulling down 
tools that are hung on nails 
or hooks. When you hang 
your tools along a garage 
wall, provide a means of 
keeping them from falling. A 
strip of wood nailed across 
garage studs can serve as a 
retainer. 


Tools on hooks can be kept 


in place with bits of ligh,t chain 
hooked over the handle and 
placed high enough to be out 
of the reach of children. 


Use a fence staple at one 


end and a screen door hook at 
the other to hold the chain in 
place. Nails or hooks can be 
used to hold the tool itself— 
a pair of nails for a rake, for 
example. 


Small tools — c l i p p e r s , 


trowels and the like—can "oe 
held securely in another man- 
ner. 
Make a shelf out of 


scrap wood and nail it be- 
tween joists of a garage wall. 
Instead of placing the tools 
on the shelf, cut holes big 
enough for the tool to fit in 
but not big enough to fall 
through.

retained with a chain. 


Pails, sprinkling cans and 


similar containers can 
be 


hung overhead. Do not use 
nails. The items can be too 
easily knocked off. Use hooks 
instead. 


Fuel for your power mower 


should be kept in a tightly 
capped metal can. Keep ft 
up on a shelf out of the way. 
Insecticides should also be 
kept in tightly stoppered and 
breakproof containers. Keep 
in a locked cabinet. 


Put tools away clean and 


they will be ready to use in- 
stantly. C l e a n off all dirt 
after using a tool. Then scour 
with steel wool. 


If tools are not going to be 


used for awhile, wipe with 
light coating of oil before 
hanging up. 


Keep the cutting edge of 


tools sharp. Use a file. Al- 
ways sharpen from the back 
side to the beveled edge. 


Keep w o o d e n 
handles 


smooth, A light sanding will 
prevent p a i n f u l splinters. 
Treat unpainted handles with 
a coat of linseed oil well- 
rubbed in. Thin the oil first. 
Oil prevents the wood from 
drying out, 


Keep pruning shears and 


clippers oiled. Tighten the 
screw that holds the blades 
together. Sharpen occasionally 
with a sharpening stone.
